The powder stains 
were fresh, so that it was evident that 
the gun had been fired within a very 
short time. 

Assuming that Mr. Spier had fired at 
the burglar and had been shot-in re- 
turn, the police searched to find where 
the first bullet had struck.. They could 
not find a hole in the wall, ceiling, floor 
nor furniture. All trace of 
was lost, unless it had struck the in- 
truder. But there were no bloodstains 
outside to confirm this theory.

Terms of Compromise. 


The incorporation of a provision along 
the lines of that suggested by Mr. Over- 


man, requiring five days’ notice to be 
given to the adverse party in all suits 
brought under the Hepburn bill. 

The incorporation of a provision along 
the lines proposed by Mr. Bacon, that 
preliminary Etomations must be con- 
curred in by at least two judges. 

The incorporation of a provision that 
an appeal may be taken directly from 
the Cirenit Court to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

An understanding that section 4 shall 
not be amended by striking out the 
words “in its judgment.” 

All the Senators present promised to 
stand by this compromise, and leaders 
of all factions declare that the agree- 
ment will now certainly be accepted, 
therebby insuring the unanimous sup- 
port. of the entire Republican party in 
the Senate, with the possible exception 
of Mr. La Follette. 

It is said that at least half the Dem- 
ocratic Senators will vote for the bill 
as amended along the lines decided at 
the conference. Senator Dolliver and 
his little following of Radicals are re- 
snvonsibke for the compromise. They 
insisted thet the Allison amendment, 
even with the President's approva!, did 
not afford the necessary relief to the 
people, and declared portions of the 
Overm‘’in and Bacon amendments must 
be added, even if not regarded as vital 
by the President.

SCIENTISTS. SEEK 
MAGIC MIRROR 


Strange Looking-Glass Said to 
| Picture Events Before 
They Occur, 


OWNED BY RICH WOMAN 





Reputable Persons in Washing- 
ton, D. C., Testify to 
Mirror’s Feats, 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—There is a 
magic mirror here that a number of 
psychological societies in the United 
States have been trying to buy. The 
mirror is supposed to have come origi- 
nally from the temple of Aloradmalora 
in the Himalaya Mountains, where a 
monastery of ascetic monks devoted 
their time to the development of sychic 
powers. It is oolong in shape, about 
a foot and a half in length and a foot 
in width. 

When first taken up it appears to be 
perfectly opaque, but it is really com- 
posed. of two parts—first a black, wood- 
en frame about three inches wide and 
within highly polished glass, which is 
perfectly black. This color is given it 
by having the back thickly painted with 
asphaltum, 

The mirror was originally owned by 
Dr. Leroy Taylor, who was one of the 
richest men in'the city. He got it from 
a wealthy woman who had spent much 
of her life in foreign travel. Dr. Taylor 
was a student of the occult, and made 
extensive researches in psychology. His 
library, now owned by the Scottish Rite 
Temple, is one of the most valuable in 
existence. Dr. Tavlor, just before his 
death, gave the mirror to a Mrs. Gor- 
don, who lives in Tenth street, between 
M and WN streets. It is from her that 
societies have been 
to purchase the glass. 
Prophecies in Visions, 


A person who wishes to consult the 
mirror goes into a room by himself 
and holds it in his lap at an angle 
which meets the eye without causing 
a reflection on the polished surface. 
It is claimed that if the user possess- 
es any psychic power there will ap- 
pear on it a flimy white cloud, which 
will pass across and disappear in the 
frame, while out of the mist will ap- 
;Pear faces and scenes of happenings 
which are to occur, 

There are many persons living here 
who claim to have seen visions in the 
mirror—prophecies which have later 
been verified in every particular. The 
late Judge Caswell of California while 
visiting at the home of Dr. Taylor 
looked in the mirror and saw the face 
of a near relative then living in 
Pittsburg. He was struck by the pe- 
culiar way in which the hair was 
combed back off the forehead. Two 
weeks later Judge Caswell was at the 
funeral of this relative and saw that 
the hair was combed back in exactly 
the same manner as it had been 
shown him by the mirror. 

Mrs. Gordon, looking in the mirror 
recently, saw the picture of a house 
on fire near a river. The next day a 
telegram was received saying that the 
home of Dr. Taylor’s son on the Po- 
tomac River had burned the day be- 
fore. 

Dr. Taylor’s two little grandchildren 
Saw the face of their dead grand. 
mother and recognized it in the mir- 
ror. Mrs. Gordon is loath'to surren- 
der the magif mirror, although a 
large price has been offered her for it.

“It will be some years before all these 


people are brought to respect the Gov- 
ernment, and to cease their unlawful 
acts. But in this respect the Philippines 
are like any other country. It was years 
before the tough element in the west- 
ern portion of the United States became 
law-abiding. Even now there are per- | 
sons who break the laws by commit- | 
ting highway robbery, murder and other | 
crimes. Even in the national capital. 
these crimes are more or less frequent. 
Captured or Killed. 

“Gradually the outlaws are being cap- | 
tured or killed, and as they are elimi- 
nated or cease their hostile acts the 
minor outbreaks and marauding expedi- 
tions will become less frequent. The 
people in the outlying districts will feel 
more secure and will go to work. 

“Conditions in the Philippines have’ 
improved to such an extent that the 
natives never attack the Americans, ' 
either civilian or soldiery. All at-' 
tacks are aimed at the natives, and 
when it becomes necessary to use the 
troops it is for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the natives from the attacks 
of the outlaws. This was the case in 
the Mount Dajo fight, where some of 
Our troops were employed to attempt 
to dislodge them from the crater in 
which they took refuge. 

“They were given every opportunity 
to surrender, but as they were Mo- 
hammedans, and are imbued with all 
the fanaticism which marks persons 
who embrace this religion, they re- 
fused to surrender. Each thought he 
would go to heaven if he died in bat-' 
tie. Therefore, they declined to give | 
up their arms and it was either a 
question of the American soldiers re- 
treating or fighting. They fought, 
With the result well known_to the 
world.

We have gained the 
confidence of the Filipino people, and 
they are developing into industrious and 
useful men and women. They are not 
lazy, as a general rule, as has been 
charged. They perform the hardest 
kind of manual labor, which is the grow- 
ing of rice. They are now receiving 
good wages—80 cents a day—as aguinst 
10 cents in former times. They are;

The mob is in full control of 
city, the police having joined in 
destruction of private buildings. 
scenes are indescribable. 

Rioting began at 1 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon yesterday—election day. One 
candidate was attacked while in __his 
house, surrounded by his family and 
friends. They defended themselves des- 
perately. Two persons were killed and 
many wounded, among whom were a 
fireman and a policeman, both acting 
with the mob. The Mayor of the city 
had furnished arms to the police and 
firemen, which they used wildly. 


Marines Watch Destruction. 


Despite the presence of marines, land- 
ed from the cruiser Von Troude, houses 
were sacked. Stones were thrown at the 
marines, who stood motionless watching 
the destruction. The Mayor, Chief Jus- 
tice and other authorities were present, 
but made no effort to restore order. 

The situation can thus be defined: 

‘Pwo parties oppose each other here, 
ihe Liberals and the Socialists. The 
latter are controlled the Mayor, M. 
Legitimus, who is running on their tick- 
et for Deputy. They declare that all 
persons who are not Socialists must be 
destroyed, with their property. Many

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LAND TO BE SECURITY 


Plans Require Construction of 
Fire and Earthquake- 
Proof Buildings. 


NEW YORK, May 8—A syndicute of 
American multi-millionaires, which will 
rebuild an earthquake-proof city from 
the ruins of San Francisco, was formed 
tentatively at a meeting of financiers 
here yesterday. The promoters plan to 
subscribe amounts which are expected 
to aggregate in, the neighborhood of 
$400,000,000, and the financial standing of 
the men interested seems to assure suc- 
cess. 

Among those who attended the meet- 
ing are Senator Francis Newlands of 
Nevada, who, with Frank A. Vanderlip 
of the National City Bank, represented 
the Rockefeller interests; President H. 
S. Black of the United States Realty 
and Construction Co., Thomas ‘A. Mc- 
Gee of the San Francisco Relief Fund 
Finance Committee and Frankiin§ K. 
Lane of San Francisco. 

Although the discussion of the plan to 
rebuild Frisco was purely formal, it was 
the general opinion that sufficient funds 
could be subscribed to rebuild practical- 
ly the entire area ruined by the earth- 
quake or destroyed by fire. It was de- 
clared that at least $250,000,000 could be 
raised from the interests represented by 
the conferees, and that the total couid 
be increased to $50,000,000 or $400,000,000 
if necessary. 

The tentative plans include the erec- 
tion of earthquake-proof structures, 80 
far as possible, and for the creation of 
boulevards and parks which shall ren- 
der the city practically fireproof. 

Newlands Explains Project. 


Commenting last night on the meet- 
ing, Senator Newlands, one of the 
prime tnovers in the project, said: 

“We met today for the purpose of 
conferring as to the form of organiza- 
tion and selecting legal advisors who 
are to work out our plan. I do not 
wish to state the exact complexion of 
the corporation which we believe will 
be formed. It is enough at the pres- 
ent time to assert that it will be 
founded upon the broadest and sound- 
est principles; will be an investment 
which: will prove attractive not only 
to the banker and great capitalist, but 
also to the people at large, who scek 
a profitable investment for their sav- 
ings. ;

In his expense account Rice charged 
railroad fare from Jefferson City to St.

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STATE PRIMARIES. 

The strongest argument which Gov. Folk urges in 
favor of a State primary law which he outlined in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch is that it would do away 
with ‘the political boss system of running party or- 
ganizations, which is the most serious obstacle in 
the way of good government. The Governor says 
rightly that the complication of processes in the 
way of party primaries and conventions and the 
juggling of conventions prevent the control of par- 
ties by the voters. 

It is perhaps too much to expect that any pri- 
mary Jaw would wholly remove the evils of bossism, 
but a law providing for the safeguarding of primary 
elections against fraud, as regular elections are safe- 
guarded, and providing for primary elections on the 
same date all over the State, would greatly reduce 
these evils. It would make the task of keeping 
control of parties in the hands of the citizens much 
easier. 

Under our system of party rule the primary elec- 
tions are almost as important as the elections them- 
selves. In most cases they determine absolutely the 
The fixing of 
slates and platforms is practically accomplished at 
the primaries. If they are fraudulent or corrupt, the 
action of the parties will be fraudulent and corrupt. 
The voters are compelled to accept slates and con- 
vention jobs or rebel, with frequently little or no 
choice on the other side. 

An honest effort, therefore, to obtain good legisla- 
tion regulating the primary elections is altogether 
commendable. With good laws regulating both the 





of good citizens to control the government in 
the interest of public welfare will be greatly en- 
larged. As Gov. Folk says, the government ought 


__ to be brought as near the people as possible. They 


should control at every point. 

One important point which should be provided 
for in Missouri is the nomination of United States 
senators by popular vote at primary elections. The 
usual method of determining the election of United 
States senators, that is, by pledging legislators long 
in advance of a meeting of the Legislature, by cut 
and dried caucuses in back rooms, should be abol- 
ished. Until United States senators are elected by 
the people they should be nominated by the popular 


vote. The spectacle of a Legislature with its work

Boiled Chestnuts. 

A valuable discovery made recently is 
a comfortable and even elegant way of 
eating boiled chestnuts. A bit of shell 
is pared from the larger end of each 
nut before boiling for 20 minutes in 
salted water; they are then eaten con- 
veniently from the insinuating tip of a 
coffee spoon—chestnuts on the half- 
shell, as it were, properly accompanied 
by a draught of sweet cider. With a 
small, sharp knife, a quart of chestnuts 
can be prepared for boiling in 10 min- 
utes or less.

political practices. What we need is not 
to revolutionize it but to realize it. 

If Karl Marx has defined Socialism it 
is a confusion of terms in the minds of 
those who have reasons of their own 
for preferring such confusion. To 
abolish private property—that is, the 
right of the worker to earn and _ to 
hold as his own the savings from what 
he has earned—is to establish slavery. 

Government siould be limited and 
constitutional. No majority, oligarchy 
or monareh should have authority to 
control the earner in his earning or in 
his saving. No government should con- 
trol the person of the earner, por 
should it be allowed to accomplish the 
same end by controlling either the ave- 
nues of his employment or the savings 
he may accumulate as property from 
his earnings. 

Socialism aims at absolutism for a 
majority, controlling all avenues of em- 
ployment and asserting a right to con- 
trol all avenues of investment and al) 
industrial activities of the earner. 

It would necessarily be destructive of 
all liberty. In Germany it is the Product 
of a despotic plutocracy, in America of 
the same plutocracy operating through 
extra-legal and illegal oligarchy. 

Socialism and plutocracy ought to he 
alike impossible in the United States 
since each is wholly incompatible with 
the American system of constitutional! 
government, intended to protect the 
Single earner in his right to contro] his 
own person and his own earnings.

Not Socialism, but Single Tax 

In so far as Socalism embodies a cone 
demnation of the injustices of our pres- 
ent regime I heartily commend jt and 
believe that ft is consistent with the 
best American spirit. When, however 
it presents the public ownership of aj) 
means of production as a remedy it 
seems to me to offer an impracticable 
solution, and one that would not be 
consistent with American ideas of free. 
dom of the individual and persona] jnj- 
tiative. : 

The errors of Socialism are: 

1. Its distrust of natural laws. It 
condemns competition, for instance, a 
law of nature quite independent of 
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man's motives, failing to see that its 
operation is beneficial when conditions 
are really free as they are not today. 

2. Its materialism. It declares that his- 
tory is altogther controlled by the ma- 
terlal environment, and that idealism 
has no part in shaping the fiture. 

5. Its dogmatism. It believes that it 
can predict the future with absolute ex- 
actiude, which is absurd. 

4. Its insistence that the struggle for 
justice is a class struggle. 

5. Its neglect of the element of free- 
dom. We are far from enjoying free- 
dom today, but under Socialism we 
should be still further from it, and the 
spirit of most Socialists is narrow and 
intolerant in the extreme. 

My own view of the proper course to 
pursue is to discover the origin of the 
various injustices that prevail and cure 
them at the source. In my opinion they 
are all due to monopoly of one kind or 
another, and all monopolies should be 
abolished, including the monopoly of 
sites, which could be ended by a single 
tax on land values. This would mean 
extreme democracy, liberalism and free 
trade, and would leave the fleld open 
for voluntary co-operation, as the only 
kind of Socialism which is consistent 
with freedom.

Inas- 
much as Messrs. Nelson and Nolan 
copped about $50,000 out of the destroyed 
city last year, and inasmuch as their 
little $500 each will bring them $1,000,000 
in advertising, I cannot see where they 
broke their tender hearts in liberality. 

As for the preachers and the lid-shut- 
ters, I hold no brief for them, but it is 
safe to say that if any one, or any 
ten of them got as much out of San 
Francisco as the fighters and the sport- 
ing men, they would come hack with a 
little $1000.

Harry Murphy, Convicted Bur- 
glar, Goes to St. Joseph 
for Ceremony. 





ALWAYS GOOD PRISONER 





He Met Miss May McCormick 
When She Visited State 
Penitentiary. 


When Harry Murphy, convicted bur- 
glar, was released from the Penitentiary 
at Jefferson City T'uesday morning, he 
boarded the first train for St. oJsevh. 
Mo., where he is to be married Wednes- 
day to Miss May McCormick, who met 
Murphy more than a year ago while 
visiting the Penitentiary. Murphy is 2 
years old and Miss McCormick 22. 

In the summer of 1904, Miss McCor- 
mick, with a party of friends, visited 
Jefferson City on an excursion. The 
Penitentiary is the one place of inter- 
est to Sunday visitors at the capital, 
and the party spent an hour there. 

In passing through a cell building she 
met Harry Murphy. His boyish looking 
face, brown eyes and light brown hair 
attracted her attention. A guard toid 
her Murphy's name, Thinking little of 
the circumstance, she passed on, but 
she remembered the name. 


Visited Prison Again. 


Several weeks later she again visited 
Jefferson City on an excursion. This 
time it occurred to her to call for Mur- 


| phy. She did so and was permitted to 


see him, and they spent a half-hour 
talking in the Deputy Warden's office. 
Murphy confesses he was a little 
doubtful of the “game he was up 
against” when a strange woman asked 
to see him, but he carried out his part. 
In the half-hour they talked together, 
each was attracted by the other, and 
it was agreed they should correspond. 
Since that time Murphy has received 
several letters u week from Miss Mc- 


Cormick, and she has received one from 
him.

“Mary, Mary. Quite 
which Henrietta Crosman began a 
week's engagement before a crowded 
house at the Olympic Monday -evening. 
The play tells the story of how a de- 
lightful ‘‘old maid'’—just old enough to 
know her world properly and yet not 
have lost any of the charm of young 
womanhood—volunteers to save a mar- 
ried chum from payment of the penalty 
for having flirted a bit too desperately 


with another man just before her mar- 
riage to one who proves a most jealous 
husband, and of how this helpful one 
herself becomes entangled in love's 
mesh as a consequence. 

Miss Crosman has a truly sparkling 
role in that of Mary, the heroine of this 
comedy, and she played it in a spirit of 
joyous animetion and keen'relish. . In 
many vilai respecis it is the most deli- 
cately drawn and congenial part she has 
ever had, calling out to the full the 
natural vivacity of her temperament 
and making an almost irresistible appeal 
to the liking of an audience. From the 
moment when Mary first appears ‘on 
the soene and declares war against Her- 
bert Danvers, the somewhat spoiled and 
overpetted gentleman who is disposed 
to continue loving a married woman 
whom he loved before her marriage, un- 
til ultimate victory is won in the last 
act, the character fairly tingles with 
magnetism. During all the time of 
Mary’s battling with Danvers to extri- 
cate the embarrassed Mrs. Belmore, she 
herself is surely and palpably fallin 
in love with that formidable chap—ana 
the immensely tickled appreciation with 
which the house watched this develop- 
ment was a refreshing thing to see. Tt 
was such a tribute, you know, to the 
charm of genuine comedy of which I 
spoke and which is so rare nowadays, 
There are some éxcellent situations 
in the story.
